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THE CONTROVERSY OVER THE ROMAN CATACOMB FRESCO 
R/ Eight experts in various branches of the history of medi- 
cine and of art, meeting at the New York Academy of Medi- 
cine, January 22, discussed the fresco in a recently discovered 
catacomb in Rome (Bulletin, May and December, 1957). Although 
there was little agreement among the: assembled savants as to 
what the fresco actually represented, each having his own view, 
yet they were all agreed that Artelt's interpretation of a 
Biblical incident was untenable. Curt Proskauer's belief that 
the fresco represented an‘anatomical demonstration seemed to 
have the greatest support, although thepresence of instruments 
and the book from which the instructor traditionally’read are 
wanting in the picture. (Rheinischer Merkur, Jan, 31, 1958).
